The amendment filed on 10 May 2004 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only new claims and 
arguments drawn to a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the 
elected invention because the originally presented claims 8-14 were drawn to a method of making a medicament as clearly identified 
at page 2 of the Office action of 31 December 2003, 

"For the purposes of examination, the claims have been treated as a method of making an antibiotically active preparation comprising 
natriubiotics as set forth in claim 8 for use in the treatment of bacteria. The only step that can be surmised is the combination of the 
natriubiotics and a carrier suitable for either pharmaceuticals (claims 8-12) or food (claims 8 and 13-14) to make the preparation.", 
whereas the instant claims are drawn to several methods of use of the medicament. 

Although the instant application was filed under 37 CFR 371, the claims lack unity of invention because the alleged special technical 
feature, natriubiotics, are not a contribution over the art as shown by Forssmann et al. (CA 2,188,143) as the English language 
equivalent of WO 95/28952.
